Traffic is a serious, FCC- 
decreed service of the ama- 
teur radio, but it can become 
a cheap and childish game. 

“Hi - goodbye” is an ac- 
ceptable beginner’s message, 
and a beginner’s equipment 
often limits him to cross-town 
QSO’s. Therefore, for early 
training, I applaud moderate 
amounts of short-distance and 
trivial traffic. Once gained, 


facility can be maintained 
with a few greeting- “grams 
monthly. 

However, consistently mo- 


nopolizing nets, and loading 
contacts with hundreds of 
contrived post-card sentiments 
per month is disgusting and 
indefensible. ARRL _ disap- 
proves the practice, in case 
anyone doesn’t know! Quan- 
tity-traffic should be reason- 
ably. important. 

It is my belief that many 
competent and _ conscientious 
operators boycott traffic be- 
cause they will be burdened 
by bilge. A true radio ama- 
teur spends much of his time 
in FCC - encouraged experi- 
ments, QSO’s about the the- 
ory and mechanics of commun- 
ications, and in improving his 
gear. Some of the most avid 
traffic-handlers have neither 


the temperament nor_ the 
technical skill to perform

As one small contribution 
towards clearing the air, I

EARLY BIRDS 


The earliest known refer- 
ence to the “telegraph key” 
was the “Morse Key” of tele- 
graph fame, patented in 1837 
by Samuel F. B. Morse. The 
straight key of today very 
closely resembles the earliest 
pictures of the Morse key. 
Your writer has a telegraph 
key given to him in 1910 
which would very well pass 
as a modern “war surplus” 
key. Some special keys were 
made shortly after the turn of 
the century for wireless use 
by the Marconi Company. 
They were completely enclosed 
and sealed since they were 
filled with caster oil to sup- 
press sparking. Most spark 
transmitters were keyed in 
the primary and without bene- 
fit of expensive relays, thus 
the heavy spark-proof con- 
tacts. 

The Martin Vibroplex, from 
its early patent numbers must 
have been invented about this 
time, and was used extensively 
by Morse operators on land 
line circuits. The “bug”, as 
it was called, never became 
popular on radio circuits un- 
til after World War I, and 
the advent of the low power 
CW. In the early days of 
spark transmitters, tremen- 
dous powers were being keyed 
directly and only _ special 
heavy contact keys would 
stand up under this abuse. 
Likewise speeds above 18 
words per minute were sel- 
dom used because of the dif- 
ficulty in copying spark be- 
tween static crashes, and con- 
fidentially very few radio 
operators were high speed 
artists like their brothers the 
Morse operators. 


Most of the old time radio 
operators would sit for hours 
copying the lumbering slow 
speed long wave, high power 
are stations, which were cap- 
able of sending around the 
world. Slow speed was thought 
to be a necessity for reliable 
press copy. Slow speed was 
necessary simply because the 
“back shunt” keyed tank of 
the old time are was not 
capable of being keyed any 
faster! The keying relay at 
NAR in Key West was never 
run over 10 words per minute, 
breaking 35 amps of pure 
unadulterated DC Arc run- 
ning at about 550 volts. This 
produced a pure “DC-CW” 
signal. Antenna current ap- 
proximately 35 amps at 12,000 
meters. I was taught to key 
this rig with a methodical 
lumbering navy-gate so as not 
to trip the “flash-back” over- 


load relay on the Motor Gen- 
erator Set. This particular 
transmitter wound up in the 


Smithsonian Institute: in 
Washington in the year of 
1927, so you see this was 


several years ago. 

It is small wonder that 
the early day operator was 
slow to accept the “bug.” It 
was practically outlawed by 
the Navy aboard ship and at 
land based stations. I recall 
one “NSS-NAR” circuit that 
was handled at 35 words per 
minute continously with a 
straight key. I recall one Pete 
Fernandez, who could send 
straight copy at 35 to 40 
words a minute on a straight 
key, the most beautiful stuff 
you ever copied. 

It remained for a chap by 
the name of Hill, “Lighting 
Hill” he was called, to teach 
the world what high speed 
telegraphy was like. Some of 
you old timers will surely re- 
call 4GL, for he was known in 
amateur circles as “50 words 
per minute Hill” and few 
could really keep up with him. 
Old 4JI was. no_- slouch. 
Though I never heard him 
talk Hill under the table, he 
could stay with him for that 
old fashioned game of “burn- 
out.” Yep, Tony could give 
you fits, straight key or side- 
winder. Tony went SSB sev- 
eral years ago and now signs 


W4JQ, though a lot of us 
still remember his 4ACZ 
buzz-saw. 

I wonder if over 50 per 


cent of the hams today realize 
that “CW” is here to stay? I 
wonder if you realize that 
“AM” was hated as much as 
“CB” at one time? I wonder 
if you realize that real honest- 
to-god emergency traffic CAN 
BE HANDLED FASTER by 
CW? Most CW operators are 
convinced and will quietly 
stick to their convictions. Most 
CW men have a strange de- 
sire to get hold of a good 
key to rattle, much like a 
gun sportsman has the urge 
for a good clasp on a well 
balanced hand gun. So young 
fella, take my advice, spend 
a little time with the key, 
get used to it, get to liking 
it, enjoy the vast benefits 
will somehow get the most 
from this hobby, Ham Radio.

G. E.Sammons and Ed Rol- 
ler and several of the gang 
conducted some FB _ experi- 
ments on 20 meters with two 
rigs close together in order 
to work out a plan for elimi- 
nating local QRM on FD. 
Also, W4KET and I worked 
the SS contest on cw at the 
same time within 5 ke. of 
each other and only a few 
thousand yards apart with 150 
watts, but we had little QRM 
between us. A _ selective re- 
ceiver helps a lot we think in 
our cases (A Drake 2B and 
75A8), but it can be done we 
found. 

We notice a lack of Key 
City activity on some of the 
traffic nets. Every section net 
on phone or cw should have 
at least one key city member. 
In the case of TPTN it is 
often hard to raise Tampa, 
Jacksonville, and even Orlando 
stations at times. How about 
some of you Key City guys 
spending a little time prac- 
ticing so you’ll be ready when 
you’re really needed. A hur- 
ricane is no time to learn 
traffic handling, QMs. With 
all the hams in Tampa there 
must be a few traffic men 
willing to spend a few min- 
utes a day. 

Thanks to Paul Franson 
the club is now printing a 
local news sheet of ham hap- 
penings in Lee County. We 
had one going a few years 
ago, but it died from lack of 
time on the editor’s part 
(don’t laugh AC).

THE SMALL FINES ACT 


(Editor’s note: The following 
by WOHPE was taken from 
the Ham Monitor, Pretty 
Prairie, Kansas. I suggest 
you read it carefully and tell 
your friends on the air.) 


The small fines act applies 
to Amateur Radio Service as 
well as to Citizen Band, In- 
dustrial, Marine and _ other 
special and Safety Radio Serv- 
ices. Twelve violations are 
listed which could make an 
amateur or other _ station 
covered under the act, sub- 
ject to a $100.00 to $500.00 
fine. The twelve are: 

1. When a station is oper- 
ated by any person not hold- 
ing a valid operator’s license 
or permit required of such 
station. 

2. If a station fails to 
identify by giving the call 
sign in the manner prescribed 
by the Commission’s rules. 

38. When a station trans- 
mits any false call. 

4. If the station is opera- 
ted on a frequency not author- 
ized for use by such station. 

5. If the station transmits 
unauthorized communications 
on a distress emergency, or 
calling frequency. 

6. Causes interference with 
any distress call or related 
communications. 

7. Does not suppress spur- 
ious emissions in accordance 
with FCC requirements. 

8. If transmitter is oper- 
ated with power in excess of 
that authorized. 

9. If the station renders a 
service not specifically author- 
ized by the licenses. 

10. Uses an emission other 
than those authorized. 

11. If station transmits with 
equipment other than shown 
on the license. 

12. If station fails to an- 
swer official requests from 
the Commission. 

In case of violating Nos. 2, 
3, 5 or 6, the individual oper- 
ator is subject to a $100.00 
forfeiture in addition to the 
fine levied against the licen- 
see. In other words, if you 
operate another amateur sta- 
tion and violate one of these, 
both you and the owner of 
the station may be subject to 
a fine. 

Under the Small fines Act, 
no more than $100. may be 
charged for many violations 
of the same item during a 


90-day period. If several items . 


are violated, however, the fine 
may go up to the maximum of 
$500.00. The 90-day period is 
specified to prevent multiple 
fines because of numerous 


VHF POWER GOES UP 


Good News! At its Novem- 
ber meeting the FCC: 

1) Issued a final order in 
the preceeding, initiated at 
your request, seeking relaxa- 
tion of the power restriction 
on our 420-450-Mc. band. 
Effective January 2, 1963, 
full power may be used in 
that band except in those 
areas indicated in the initial 
proposal (see page 63, June 
QST); and there is a slight 
change in boundaries of re- 
stricted areas, using 87°30’ in 
the California - Nevada area, 
thus permitting kilowatt us- 
age in a bit more of the San 
Francisco Bay area. 


2) Issued a notice of pro- 
posed rule making, also based 
on your request, seeking re- 
laxation of the requirements 
for mobile logging. Section 
12. 136 (a) of our rules would 
read: “The date and time of 
each transmission, except that 
for a period of continous mo- 
bile operation, the time of 
each transmission may be 
omitted, provided that the 
dates and times of cemmenc- 
ing and terminating such mo- 
bile operation are entered in 
the log.” The present paren- 
thetical text in that section 
remains unchanged. The Doc- 
ket number is 14853, ond the 
comment date was December 
31, 1962.

FCC CRACKS DOWN 


You will be interested to 
know that FCC has proposed 
extensive changes in its Class 
D citizens Band rules in an 


attempt to curb the many 
violations being committed. 
E. g., only five of the 23 


channels would be available 
tween units of different licen- 
sees, the remainder restricted 
to use by units of the same 
licensee; all communications 
limited to 150 miles maxi- 
mum; more explicit antenna 
height limitations; prohibition 
of discussions of social, politi- 
eal or religious doctrine; pro- 
hibition of extensive on-the- 
air tests of equipment per- 
formance; and _ additiorlal/ 
for inter-communications be- 
changes similarly designed to 
bring actual CB operation 
more specifically into line 
with the original concept of 
the Commission at the time 
of creation of the service. 


FCC is apparently adopting 
a “get-tough” policy in hand- 
ling amateur rules violation 
matters, a principal problem 
being the failure of many 
cited amateurs to respond to 
official notices. A recent ac- 
tion proposes revocation of 
the license of an amateur 
found using voice emissions 
outside the assigned band. By 
itself this normally would 
be finally disposed of with 
a warning of a similar pen- 
alty, but the amateur an- 
swered neither the original 
notice nor the two follow-up 
certified letters. 

Please pass the word: if 
you get an FCC notice of 
violation, answer it, and 
promptly!

FLASH — FLASH 


From W4ZJ, ex-4ZE, ex- 
20N, ex-4CH, our own Jim 
Kellow, of Skip Poet Lauriet 
fame, we learn that Elmer L. 
Rice, ex-4AC, formerly living 
at 1702 East Duval Street, 
Jacksonville, Florida, in 1913, 
MAY have been the very 
FIRST licensed Amateur Ra- 
dio Operator and _ station 
owner in the State of Florida! 
It seems very intrigueing to 
hunt for someone lost 50 
years ago and it may be im- 
possible to find any record of 
them, but we urge you to 
look this list over and report 
any information you may 
have. 


The ARRL has been con- 
tacted, and the Assistant 
Secretary, Ray Higgs, Wé6- 
OGI/1 advises “. . sorry 
to report that we have no 
way of knowing who was the 
first amateur licensed in 
Florida. In many areas, it 
was possible to select call 
letters; consequently, alpha- 
betical order offers few clews, 
and our records from that 
period are rather incomplete. 
Old call books are getting 
pretty rare but often can be 
obtained by advertising in 
local radio stores or in radio 
publications such as Florida 
Skip.” 


So you see—it is up to you 
fellows to help. Elmer L. Rice, 
ex-4AC of Jacksonville, was 
relicensed as 4AO after World 
War I, probably in 1919, and 
was registered in the 1922 
Call Book at the same address 
in Jacksonville. A thorough 
search through the alphabeti- 
cal license amateur listing by 
name in the 1925 Government 
Call Book revealed no Elmer 
L. Rice licensed in the USA, 
so it is supposed that he lost 
interest at about this time 
and dropped out. From W4ZJ, 
Jim Kellow, OOTC member 
we learn that Mr. Rice was 
last seen in Jacksonville in 
1944, and was no longer in 
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Radio amateurs of the 
United States are reminded 
that communications on _ be- 
half of third parties may be 
exchanged with amateurs in 
the following countries only:

radio. Mr. Rice would be 62 
to 72 years young, and it is 
conceiveable that he might be 
located for a brief word which 
we would be eager to learn. 


For those who would like 
a copy of the original first 
Government Call Book printed 
in July 1918, contact W2EG 
at 507 Wayside Road, Nep- 
tune, N. J. As a keep sake, it 
is well worth the $3 asked 
and the money goes to a good 
cause. It is interesting to note 
that there were 1341 ama- 
teurs in the USA as early as 
1913. While there were less 
than 100 in the 4th, 5th, and 
9th districts combined. The 
2nd district led the pack, with 
826 licensed hams. Hats off! 
To Wi1AE, WI1AI, W2BM, 
W2JF. W6EA, who, after 50 
years, still hold their original 
calls, according to the OOTC 
Roster. In case you don’t 
know it— our own W4BH has 
held continously one and only 
one call for 44 years! Can 
anyone tie that in the USA? 
Our thanks to W4ZJ for ac- 
cess to OOTC historical rec- 
ords, the OOTC Roster, and 
19138 Call Book.

USEFUL SURVIVAL OM? 


It seems to us that Civil 
Defense has missed one of 
the most important points of 
all in “selling” its program 
to the public. We have heard 
all about fall-out shelters, 
evacuation plans, «food and 
water stockpiles, personal sur- 
vival, first aid, and all the 
schemes for staying under- 
ground for two weeks to 
save our skins. 

All this is essential. 

But the equally essential 
business of “getting on with 
the job” is, I’m afraid, being 
overlooked. How can you use- 
fully repel armed invasion, 
retaliate against the enemy, 
care for the injured and ill, 
rebuild damaged facilities and 
justify your existence as a 
human being while holed up 
in a dungeon with two weeks’ 
supply of soup and crackers 
and a stack of magazines to 
read by candlelight? 

Taking shelter is important. 
But it seems to me that shel- 
ter must be planned where 
useful activities can be carried 
on—or useful activities must 
be planned in the shelter 
areas. 

We should be asking our- 
selves more than “where can 
I hide?” 

We should be asking our- 
selves—now—‘Where is my 
duty post?” “What are my 
resvonsibilities beyond survi- 
val?” “What can I contribute 
to the effort to dig us out of 
this mess?” 

But it isn’t enough to be 
willing to help. Planning is 
necessary even to have a use- 
ful duty assigned for such a 


contingency. 
For some of us, our great- 
est contribution could be 


through providing emergency 
communications. Others of us 
will have more pressing duties 
of other kinds. 

Planning for such duty must 
be done now however. Other- 
wise, many good radio opera- 
tors will be holed up in shel- 
ters without communications 
gear. Other shelters will have 
gear but no one knows how 
to operate it. And others may 
find themselves with a little 
gear and too many operators. 

Such plans, to be effective, 
must be kept constantly up 
to date. See your RACES 
Radio Officer and work out 
with him your best duty as- 
signment if your self-assigned 
duty is to be communications.

‘The use of priority designa- 
tors on traffic handled during 
emergencies is becoming 
on ee throughout the 


casi use of priority designa- 
co in routine traffic hand- 
ling is a subject on which 
there are many opinions rang- 
ing all the way from outright 
hostility to vigorous enthusi- 
asm. ; 

Many operators feel that a 
message is a message and it 
should be put through to its 
destination as fast as possible, 
regardless of the message 
content. 

Another school of thought 
is that mose amateur message 
traffic is in the nature of 
“drill messages” with no in- 
trinsic value at all, but which 
provide valuable practice in 
the art of message handling. 


“There are messages how- 
ever, which are not strictly 
drilll messages and which are 
handled on amateur circuits. 

Normal amateur procedure 
is to get a message to the 
amateur station nearest the 
destination for delivery, even 
if this means keeping it on 
the hook for a week, waiting 
for the proper station to 
check into the net. This is 
OK for drill traffic + but it 
becomes a little bit absurd 


when the message has in- 
trinsic value which makes 
prompt delivery a_ strong 
consideration. 


Take the recent flood of 
post - typhoon traffic from 
Guam, for instance. Most of 
it was in the ARL ONE, ARL 
FOUR, ARL SIX, ARL 
EIGHT category following an 
extremely devastating storm 
which wracked Guam from 
end to end. 
~ To me, it didn’t make sense 
to pick up this traffic from 
ARN and RN5 less than 12 
hours after it was filed in 
many cases, and then to kick 
it around the Florida nets for 
days trying to get it to the 
destination city entirely by 
amateur radio, to save collect 
charges amounting, perhaps, 
to fifty cents or so. 

I know of cases where fam- 
ilies had tried frantically for 
days to get through to Guam 
by overseas telephone and 
cable to get word of loved 
ones. The amateur radiogram 
was their first information 
that everybody was safe. It 
was received in many cases 
with literally tearful relief 
and gratitude. 

It seems downright cruel 


in: such circumstances to hold 
a message another 12 or 24 
hours for relay from Tallahas- 
see to Ocala or Marianna. 

Yet, nothing in the message 
preamble indicated that this 
traffic was any different from 
an ARL SIXTY message to 
be kicked around from liaison 
to liaison for practice. 

This, in my personal opin- 
ion, is the basis for using 
a precedence designator in 
regular amateur traffic net 
procedure. For the sake of 
starting a discussion, I offer 
three categories for regular 
traffic net use: 

ROUTINE: The usual ama- 
teur greetings traffic ete. 

RUSE ay Lratticusswithy 1a 
strong time element, such as 
arrival times, skeds, etc. 

PRIORITY: Traffic which 
would have been filed on a 
commercial telephone or tele- 
graph circuit if one had been 
available. Such traffic should 
be delivered by collect phone 
or telegram from the first 
amateur station which has 
these facilities available. 


The original station always 
assigns the precedence rating, 
in consultation with the 
sender of the message. 

Comments, anybody?
